MATTER OF FEMALE INFANTICIDE IN PRE-ISLAMIC ARABIA AND ITS USE TO PROMOTE ISLAM

Finding: 


Instead of legalizing the use of female war-captives for sex, had Islam removed this female specific 
reason behind the infanticide, and had it given the females, equal rights[1], it still would have made 
somewhat sense to claim that by prohibiting the female infanticide, Islam did some meaningful favor to 
the females of Arabia of that period or in general, despite the presence of the following observations 
which tell that alleged ill-will of the Pre-Islamic Arabs' towards the female gender, and its extent, both 
are quite exaggerated. 


A) As per Al-Maidani {d.1124CE, a philologer, disciple of al-Wahidi (d.1076CE, the author of Asbab al- 
Nuzul, earliest of the works dealing with the matter of context and occasions of revelation of the 
Quranic verses.)}, the practice of female infanticide had nearly gone out before the time of the 


Prophet[2]. It didn't had acceptance even among the Prophet's opponents, like, Abu Lahab[2.1], Abu 
Jahl[2.2] and Uqba[2.3]; they didn't kill their daughters. 


B) In pre-Islamic Arabia, there existed the tribes which witnessed ruling/judgement giving/business- 
owning/property-inheriting/independent-dominating females. The great-grandmother of the Prophet, 
Salma bint Amr was a businesswoman and did marry to his great-grandfather, Hashim ibn Abd Manaf, 
on her own terms, that, if she won't like him after marriage, she would just leave him[3]. Prophet's first 
wife, Khadijah, too was a businesswoman, as well as, was his employer[3.1]. The Ansari women of 
Medina had dominance over (or were at least on a par with) the Ansari men[3.2]. The North Arabian 
Nabataean women were managing their own financial and legal matters without a requisite of having a 
tutor or a guardian. The financial and legal matters included owning property, managing trade, dealing 
with transactions, inheriting and bequeathing inheritance to their descendants[3.3]. A list of pre-islamic 
Arabian female judges is given in Al-Maidani's Book of Proverbs[3.4]. 


Al-Tabari (d.923CE, Muslim historian, Quran exegesist) mentions a pre-Islamic female named Al-Zabba 
{a.k.a Nailah, daughter of Amr b. Zarib (the ruler of the Arabs in the Jazirah and the fringes of Syria, who 
was slained by his rival, Jadhimah)} who became the ruler and avenged her father's death[3.5]. Mavia, 
the queen of a 4th century confederation of seminomadic Arabs in southern Syria revolted against the 
Roman emperor Valens and made him sign a treaty on her own terms[3.6]. Aribi, the nomad folk who 
occupied the Syrian desert, and extended into the Arabian Peninsula, appeared to have been united 
throughout the Assyrian period until the time of the king of Assyria, Ashur Bani Apli (668-629BCE) under 
the rule of a single monarch, generally a queen[3.7]. Names of some of those queens are: Zabibi (a.k.a 
Zabibe/Zabibieh), Samsi (a.k.a Samshi), Tabua, Adija, Yatie (a.k.a Latie/Jatie), Telhunu, Yapa (a.k.a 
Lapa/Japa) and Bazlu (a.k.a Bailu/Baslu) [3.8]. 


Hatoon al-Fassi (a historian of Meccan origin, specialist in women’s history at History department, King 
Saud University, Riyadh, 2009), observes: 


There was a tradition of prediction and oracles-givers in Wadi al-Qura, in north-western Arabia (where 
the two towns lie), and this was a speciality exclusive to priestesses[3.9]. Tradition connects the later 
settlers in pre-Islamic times with women of influence. For instance, al-Zarqa, daughter of Zuhayr was a 
kahina (shaman/sage) of Quda’a who prophesied where her tribe should settle after losing some battles 
against the tribe of Nizar, predicting that they would live in Hajar and prosper there. Her people 
followed her advice, left Tihama on the west coast of Arabia, and moved eastwards to Hajar, in the 
direction of Bahrain, where they overcame the Nabataeans, who were there, according to the story, and 
took control. Then, according to Ibn Khaldun (d.1405CE), she received another prophecy in rhyme, that 


they would live in Hajar until a crow cried in a certain way, which would be a sign for them to move to 
Hira in southern Iraq (Ibn Khaldun 2: 288; al-Asfahani 13: 87). Her tribe trusted in her and believed in her 
wisdom. It was probably wise advice, since the direction of their migration was in line with the fertile 
and productive land, in both eastern Arabia and Iraq. 


Women appear less infrequently in history, but seem stronger in the background, an image that 
continued in myth as well as in documented history. For example, according to al-Qalqashandi (d.1418 
CE), the Hajar region and town is said in early Islamic sources to have been named after a woman called 
Hajar, daughter of al-Mukannaf who is reputed to have built it (al-Qalqashandi 5: 52). We have no 
information about this woman or her identity apart from her name. It seems that this is a remnant of an 
older tradition of female affiliation to cities as protector goddesses, priestesses or queens[3.10]. 
(Observation of Hatoon al-Fassi ends.) 


C) The reason behind the female infanticide can't be attributed only to the pre-Islamic Arabs' alleged ill- 
will towards the female gender. The verses in Quran which prohibit the infanticide doesn't mention the 
gender of the infants, rather, they refer to them just as children (Quran 6:152, Quran 17:31). Reports in 
Sahih al-Bukhari tell that the children of both the genders were being killed[4]. These sources also tell 
that the common reason for their killings was extreme poverty, and not the alleged ill-will towards any 
particular gender. 


Miscellaneous: 


A) Before Islam, there existed the Arabs like, Sa'sa'ah and Zaid Bin Amr Bin Nufail {(a.k.a Zaid ibn Umair, 
a relative of Umar ibn al-Khattab (the second caliph of the Sunnis)} who made efforts to end the 
practice of female infanticide[5]. In pre-Islamic times, Prophet had met this Zaid bin “Amr Nufail[5.1], 
who used to criticize the religious practices (including idolatry) of the Quraysh of Mecca, and for this 
reason, he was forced to withdraw himself to the cave of mount Hira[5.2]. The Prophet too used to go to 
the cave of mount Hira seeking "seclusion", where an "angel" came to him with the revelation from 
"Allah" for the first time[5.3]. Now consider the following about what Zaid bin 'Amr Nufail practiced as 
well as gave up in the pre-Islamic times and what later appeared in the Quran: 


- Zaid bin "Amr Nufail used to say that he was on the religion of Abraham[5.4]; Quran instructs the 
Prophet to follow the religion of Abraham (Quran 16:123, Quran 2:135). 


- Quraysh practiced the use of supposedly divine arrows to make certain judgments[5.5], Zaid bin “Amr 
Nufail gave up this practice[5.6]; Quran too prohibits this practice (Quran 5:3, Quran 5:90). 


- Zaid bin ‘Amr Nufail refused to eat the meat of the animal which was slaughtered on the Ansab 
(idols/stone altars/sacrificial stones) and he only ate the meat on which Allah's name has been 
mentioned while slaughtering[5.7]; Quran too forbids eating the meat of such an animal which has been 
sacrificed on the idols (Quran 5:3) or on which Allah’s name hasn’t been mentioned (or the name of 
someone other than Allah's has been mentioned) while making the slaughter (Quran 2:173, Quran 5:3, 
Quran 6:119, Quran 6:146, Quran 16:115). 


- Zaid bin ‘Amr Nufail used to urge the one who wanted to kill his daughter due to food scarcity to not 
kill her. He used to assure the father that he will feed her on his behalf[5.8]; Quran forbids killing of 
children out of poverty and assure providing sustenance to them (Quran 6:152, Quran 17:31). 


B) Something for the believer to ponder upon. Had Allah willed, infanticide wouldn't have taken place in 
the first place (Quran 6:138). Now, this same Allah who himself had let the girl-child get killed would ask 
her the reason for her being killed (Quran 81:9). Why? What's the point? If he cares about her, why did 
he let her get killed in the first place? 
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One of the reasons specific to the female infanticide was that those tribesmen who were practicing it, 
thought of it as a way to avoid their female offsprings getting captured by the rival tribesmen and 
bearing children for them[1.1]. Now, instead of addressing this issue by outlawing the enslavement of 
the female war-captives, once and for all, Islam legalized using them for sex.[1.2] 


Another thing, the verses mentioning the female infanticide lead to the information that Allah too 
considers females inferior to the males in most of the cases, especially in worldly affairs. Other than 
Quran 81:1-14, Quran 16:56-60 too mention the matter of female infanticide. In it, Quran 16:57 tells 
that the tribesmen used to attribute the daughters to Allah, while to themselves what they desired. Now, 
what was it that they attributed to themselves? It was the sons (Quran 37:149-153, Quran 52:39). Allah 
sees this division of attribution by the tribesmen, where they attributed sons to themselves and to him 
the daughters, as an unjust thing done towards him (Quran 53:21-22, Quran 17:40). Why? Because 
firstly, the tribesmen were attributing to him the kind of offsprings which they didn't prefer even for 


themselves, i.e, the female ones; and secondly, according to him, the females happens to be such that at 
the time of dispute they can't make themselves clear (Quran 43:16-18). 


Though, Allah don't like to be attributed with the sons either (Quran 19:88-93) (attributing any offspring 
to him, be that a female or a male, would mean that he has a consort; a partner (Quran 6:102), which, 
i.e, the idea of a partner being associated with him, be it for whichever purpose, is the most despicable 
thing to him (Quran 4:48)}, but in this case, Allah's objection is not only that he is being attributed with 
an offspring; in addition to that, his objection also includes the objection to the kind of offspring he is 
being attributed with, i.e. the female ones. 


This attitude of Allah towards the females where he considers them inferior to the males in the worldly 
matters gets manifested in some more verses; like: 


- Quran 2:282, according to which a female's testimony worth half than that of a male. According to the 
Prophet[1.3], and Ali (The first Imam of the Shias)[1.4], it is so because the females happen to be 
deficient in intellect. 


- Quran 4:11 & Quran 4:177, according to which a female's share in the paternal property is half than 
that of a male. 


- Quran 4:34, according to which a female is required to be obedient to her husband. In case she 
persists in her disobedience and becomes rebellious, the husband may scourge her. as per the context and occassion of 


revelation of this verse, on getting a complaint that a man had slapped his rebellious wife, the Prophet instructed the wife to retaliate back. But before she could have retaliated, Gabriel came with the new 
revelation from Allah in the form of this verse, and hence the Prophet stopped the wife from retaliating back[1.5]. Once, the Prophet got discontent with Aisha so much so that he gave her a painful shove in 
the chest[1.5.1]. 


Although in Quran 65:6, Allah instructs the male regarding the wives that "harass them not so as to 
straiten life for them.". But this instruction is concerned with the wives who are in their waiting periods 
which they are required to observe after the husband has made one or two pronouncements of the 
divorce (Quran 2:228-231, Quran 65:1-7). While the instruction of scourging is concerned with the wives 
to whom the husband hasn't made any pronouncement of the divorce yet. 


Furthermore, in Sunni and Twelver Shia jurisprudences, the monetory value of a daughter's life is half 
than that of the son[1.6].

Quran 23:1-7 - "Successful indeed are the believers who are humble in their prayers, and who shun vain 
conversation, and who are payers of the poor-due; and who guard their modesty save from their wives 
OR THE (SLAVES) THAT THEIR RIGHT HANDS POSSESS, for then they are not blameworthy." 


Quran 70:19-30 - "Lo! man was created anxious, fretful when evil befalleth him. And, when good 
befalleth him, grudging; save worshippers who are constant at their worship, and in whose wealth there 
isa right acknowledged for the beggar and the destitute; and those who believe in the Day ofJudgement, 
and those who are fearful of their Lord's doom --- Lo! the doom of their Lord is that before which none 
can feel secure. And those who preserve their chastity save with their wives AND THOSE WHOM THEIR 
RIGHT HANDS POSSESS, for thus they are not blameworthy. 


Right Hands Possession means war-captive/slave[1.2.1]. Prophet's companions got hold onto some 
female war-captives. They wanted to use them for sex but didn't want to impregnate them, as that 
would have affected their selling prospect, so they asked the Prophet about doing the Azl (coitus 
interruptus). The reply of the Prophet didn't include any objection whatsoever to the sexual use of those 
captured females[1.2.2]. 


In Quran 33:50, Allah has allowed the Prophet to establish sexual relationship with his right hand 
possessions. Allah says, "O PROPHET I Lo! We have made LAWFUL unto thee thy wives unto whom thou 
hast paid their dowries, and those whom thy RIGHT HAND POSSESSETH OF THOSE WHOM ALLAH HATH 
GIVEN THEE AS SPOILS OF WAR...". He owned a female-slave named Mariyah Qibtiyyah (Mary the Copt), 
with whom he had a child named Ibrahim[1.2.3].

In the Sunni sect, according to Hanafi, Shafi'i & Hanbali schools, the maximum punishment for a father 
killing his child, whether intentionally or unintentionally, is the imposition of the payment of Diyah (the 
blood money) on him. According to the remaining fourth school; namely, Maliki, same is the punishment 
in case of an unintentional killing. In the Twelver Shia sect, the maximum punishment for the intentional 
killing is the same, plus beating. However, in both the sects, if the victim happens to be a female, then 
the amount of Diyah to be imposed upon is the half of what would have been imposed for a male victim.
